“In the first place,” began, “the 
thing to do is,to select your menu intelli- 
gently.

GIVES SECOND 
OF HIS LECTURES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—Prof. Silvanus ‘Thompson 
gave the second of his Christmas course 
of lectures to the yvoung, on “Sound, 
Musical and Non-Musical,” at the Royal 
Institution, and, as before, there was a 
large and appreciative audience, mgstly 
composed of voung people. 

The subject of his second lecture was 
the transmission of sound. This he illus- 
trated by repeating Wheatston¢é’s famous 
experiment of transmitting the notes of 
a musical box in the basement up 
through two floors into the lecture thea- 
ter, a distance of 30 feet, by means of 
wooden rods, on the top of which were 
placed in tyrn as a sounding board a 
violin, a small harp and finally a com- 
mon. wooden tray, the latter being the 
most effective in transmitting the tunes. 
For this experiment the identical rods 
used by Wheatstone were used. A new 
experiment introduced was the deadening 
effect of foam on sound, which the lec- 
turer illustrated by striking an ordinary 
claret glass that had been dipped into 
soap-suds. 

Other interesting experiments were 
conducted with water, which in one case 
proved to have so intensifying an effect 
on sound that a repeater watch could be 
heard all over the theater chiming and 
ticking as loudly as a grandfather clock.

' For this voyage she was especially chartered by one of the 
great sugar houses. She has more than fulfilled the charter require- 
ments, and her accomplishment would give unalloyed satisfaction 
were it not for a thing or two for which she 1s in no wise respon- 
sible. or instance, American emotions will be somewhat mixed, 
to sav the least, when it is learned that the arrival of the Texan 
in Montevideo created great astonishment among the natives because 
they had never before seen the stars and stripes flying over the 
taffrail of an American merchant steamship. The astonishment 
of the American-residents in that part of the world, we are told, 
was equally great, and it is added: “Uruguay greeted the novelty 
with enthusiasm, and Captain Parse was hailed as a sort of hero.” 
When he sailed up the Rio de la Plata, after discharging his cargo, 
to Buenos Aires about 117 miles away, “everybody in the Argentine 
capital turned out to see the first American flag ever displayed 
in the port aboard a merchantman run lw steam.” 

That the hopes of friends of the American merchant marine 
may not be unduly elated over this incident, pains are taken to 
inform us that there is seldom business enough between the ports 
of the South American republics named and New York to justify 
a voyage like that just made by the ‘Texan. From present appear- 
ances, the conditions may not be ripe for such a voyage in another 
quarter of a century. In fact, the Texan was compelled to return 
in ballast, no cargo of a profitable kind being within reach in 
South America. 

It is as easy to say as it «& to see that these conditions are 
all wrong. The American flag would not be such a novelty in 
South American waters if they were not all wrong. Nothing can 
be accomplished, however, by simply deploring them, We have 
here a striking illustration of what an American ship can do, and 
a striking illustration, also, of the little, there is for an American 
ship to do under circumstances that make it impossible to compete 
on equal terms with the merchantmen of other nations. Whether 
the remedy for this les in subsidy or subvention, or whether it 
hes in a complete change in the tariff or whether it lies in a revolu- 
tion in the American method of doing business with the Latin 
republics, it should be diligently sought. 


\VWHEN gne is in a hurry to get across a well-paved citv street 
it certainly does seem that a great many more than 80,000 auto- 
mobiles are manutactured in this country annually. On the other 
hand, when one is in a hurry and’ wats a street car, it often seems 
as if the manufacture of that kmd of conveyance had been aban- 
doned vears ago. 
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| APPARENTLY there 1s no reason why Maine 
_ should become unduly disturbed by efforts 
made to obtain legislative sanction for what 
some persons think would be a water power 
monopoly in that state. Nothing in the 
word “monopoly” as it is commonly inter- 
preted tends to cause misgiving over this 
incident, provided the rule insisted upon is 
that suitable restrictions shall be imposed 
on any private corporation to which privi- 
leges of the kind sought are granted, and that the franchise shall 
not give exclusive privileges over- foo long a time. Development 
of Maine's vast water power resources through any legitimate agency 
would be admittedly far better for that state than to allow most 
of the potential wealth represented by about 2000 lakes and rivers 
to lie dormant. 

lectric power, for lighting, heating, transportation, manufacture 
and manifold industrial activities similar in nature, is Maine’s prom- 
inent need. A company that would undertake to supply that need, 
even partially, while seeking only fair returns on the investment, 
might expect to win support instead of encountering opposition. Two 
separate questions may be pondered jointly in dealing with this 
matter. The first of them is whether granting the desired privileges 
to the Moosehead Power Company would be dealing fairly with the 
thirty-five independent companies in Maine financed mostly by local 
capital and which have fought an uphill fight successfully. The 
second question is whether these independent companies thys far 
have furmshed convincing evidence that they are prepared to ont oe 
up to larger demands, to create new opportunities, or prefer to rest 
content in the light of their past accomplishments. 

Ordinarily local capital comes forward slowly to the assistance 
of local industries in New England. Projects of real magnitude 
seem to demand and to secure financial backing in the larger cities 
of .\merica. Vermont and New Hampshire have come partly into 
this realization: the Connecticut River. Power Company's immense 
dam near Brattleboro is a witness. The fact that the Boston pro- 
moters who are said to be working in behalf of the Moosehead Power 
Company also advanced the Connecticut river project may mean much 
or little, but/why that alone should be taken to indicate a prospective 
combination of these interests does not appear. For the Moosehead 
company it has been stated flatly that there is no intention to sell 
outside of Maine the power that may be generated in that state, and 
the Maine law speaks definitely in prohibiting such transactions. 
Moreover, there is territory enough in Maine, where the area 1s equal 
to that of all the other New England states combined, to utilize a 
tremendous amount of electric power, produced in response to the

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increase in population and industrial operafions. By keeping that 


-power within its borders, Maine ought to build larger and busier 


cities and fill in its waste places. 

It may be recalled that Governor Plaisted’s recent imaugural 
address urged stronger efforts to obtain power from Maine's rivers 
for transportation and manufacturing purposes, possibly with the 
thought that in these days large interests do the big things required 
by civilization’s advancement. If the small power companies cannot 
get together to meet a situation which Maine must face now or soon, 
should that oblige progress to await their convenience? Maine's 
Governor has declared that private enterprise and capital will have 
to develop, unassisted, the water powers of that state. The Maine 
Legislature presumably has power to stop misuse of any privilege 
granted. <A state may rightfully control to that extent the use of 
its resources. No mere quibble should be alléwed to retard proper 
development.

i ' weeks, and that, as a_ natural consequence, 
current prices for butter. eggs. cheese and 
poultry are about to decline at a rapid rate. 
The overstocking of the market with?’ cold 
storage contents will. of course. have the 
effect of lowering the prices of all other 
toodstuiis, so that the coming spring may mark the beginning of 
a positive reaction, and one of some endurance, perhaps, from the 
high-cost-of-living period which set in about five vears ago. 

It will be going too far to expect this break to be followed. 
as seems to be the anticipation in some quarters. by a “general 
smash” in prices. The collapse of the cold. storage corner, as it 
is called, if a collapse it is to be, will be due to causes that will 
themselves contribute toward steadying the market within a very 
short time. 

It is worth while to take into consideration what some of these 
causes are. The principal one is that the public either would not 
or could not keep pace with. the ever advancing prices. The time 
came when. the average head of a home was compelled to call a 
halt in household expenses, when the allowance of the average 
housewife compelled her to economize, when the average famuly, 
grasping the situation comprehensively at last, agreed to get along 
with less expensive food and less of it. The butter allowance was 
cut down. In a large percentage of cases a substitute for butter 
was used. Where eggs had been served three or four or five 
times a week, they were served once only, or not at all. The 
taste tor poultry was kept under control, and -voung poultry on 
the table became a rarity. The great mass of the people, to be 
brief, had balked. 

In this case, as in all cases where the public has set its face 
against combinations, the corner had to givé way. If it is true 
that demand determines prices, there can be nothing simpler than 
hat if the demand falls off the price must come down. In the 
great wheat and pork corners of: other. years, those in command 
made the mistake of assuming that the people must consume so 
inany millions of bushels of wheat and so mathy millions of pounds 
of pork within a certain time, because their consumption of these 
products under pormal conditions had produced certain averages. 
gut when wheat became too high, the people™turned to corn or to 
potatoes, or to other articles of tood unaffected by the price of 
wheat, and when the price of pork went to@ high they ceased to 
eat it. 

High prices that are seemingly about to break at the present 
time are not due so much to manipulation of the markets by the 
conunission men as to the maintenance of a system that the public 
itself has not only made possible, but necessary and inevitable. 
Willingness to pay anv price that night be demanded rather than 
to practise self-denial has raised the prices of all products. The 
advance began at the family grocery, and tts influence worked all 
the way back to the farm and the truck garden. An attempt to 
keep prices at a level led to the establishment of the cold storage 
warehouses. Previously there had been either a feast or a famine. 
The standardization-of-prices idea was a good one; but the level 
becaine higher and higher. I[t would have been to the greater 
advantage of the producer, the commission man and the consumer, 
had the cold storage warehouse operated to’ keep prices down to a 
fair living scale. After the present flurry ‘shall have passed—for 
it will pass just as soon as the mass of the people begin to buy 
household supplies as formerly—it may be possible that the com- 
mission men will see the wisdom of keeping prices below the point 
where they become prohibitive. It should be as much to the interest 
of the cold storage men to prevent the level from going too high 
as to prevent it from going too low.

Tue members of the Senate do not intend that their office build- 
ing shall be used for any other purposes than those for which it was 
originally designe In this they are at least consistent and consti- 
tutional. 


Tue fact that every Legislature now in session is literally sub- 
merged with new bills makes pertinent the inquiry: Why not observe 
the laws we have rather than fly to others that we know not of ? 

Or COURSE it will interest the consumer to know whether the 
cold storage people are loosening their hold on the eggs of the last 
or the present century.

To THE man in business publicity is 
evidently a necessity. Where goods are for 
sale the world learns through various 
mediums regarding quantities, qualities, 
prices. Taking their cue from commercial 
enterprises many cities have also found it a 
profitable investment to tell the public of 
special advantages possessed by their respec- 
tive localities. Manufacturing facilities, sea- 
port accommodations, perhaps: , residential \ 
neighborhoods where the maximum of comfort is obtainable at a 
minimum outlay, are some of. the features held up as inducemenits 
to intending newcomers. 

Probably the latest addition to the long list of publicity seekers 
IS a nation advertising itself. But. says Austraha, if a merchant 
finds it to his advantage to advertise his wares, and cities here and 
there speak of*the good things within their walls, why may not a 
nation proclaim what it has to offer? Consequently, with the 
opening of 1911 the commonwealth of Austraha has fired its first 
publicity gun, and. there will be little surprise if the sound reverber- 
ates around the globe.

on in that section, it realized, of course, that printers 1 
far and is very elfective. .\s a result, “Australia today - 

Into eEXistence. But typographical perfection and well-written 
articles do not by themselves constitute. a unique statement. The 
originality of the .\ustralian campaign is due to the fact that figures 
take on a new importance because they are not made the Whole 
issue. It is interesting to learn that Austraha has an area twentv- 
four and one half times as large as England, Scotland, [reland and 
Wales, and that there must be plenty of room since the population 
is only one tenth as large as that of the British Isles. It 1s also 
well to be informed that the agricultural and mineral wealth of 
Australia is as yet hardly touched. But here is a nation that has 
courage enough to consider scenic beauty an asset. and, like a 
golden thread in a choice fabric, reference to the natural attractive- 
ness of the country runs through almost every page of Australias 
appeal. 

Considering itseli a nation in the building, Austraha now 
invites the world to assist in the completion of this national struc- 
ture. All of the six territories within the conmonwealth of 
Australia speak for themselves, while cooperating in the,scheme for 
national publicity. For instance, Queensland says that 25,000,000 
pounds of butter were made in one year. South Australia 1s proud 
of trade and commerce amounting in 1909 to $125,000,000, \Western 
Australia announces its mining opportunities: Tasmania says it 1s 
the home of the Australian sheep: Victoria calls itself the irrigation 
state: while all admit that to New South Wales belongs the title 
of mother state. 

Advertising a nation may not be easy for every nation. The 
same conditions do not hold good everywhere. Only countries with 


»plenty of room would care to invite immigration, although tourist 


advertisements are common, and Switzerland knows-how to make 
capital of its natural attractiveness. But Australia 1s in the making, 
and it needs men and women. It is out for new business, new 
workers. The Australian publicity promoters make it specific that 
in their judgment scenic beauty is a national blessing, but it may 
be taken for granted that sentimental appeal is here only a method 
whereby to gain the ear of the world. A great continent awaits 
development. Advertising is the handmaid of business, and when 
even a nation comes forward with a business proposition its sure 
recourse is to a campaign of publicity. 
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\MERICAN ice cream soda has secured a toothold in England. 
but it cannot be said to have madé a permanent place for itselt 
over there as vet. It must secure a foothold with the young Eng- 
lishman. How it can do this without the assistance\of the young 
American woman it is at present impossible to say.

It would seem that the bent*of this young man's 
disposition is toward the performance of kindly acts and the achieve- 
ment of useful purposes. He. has means enough to satisty every 
whim,.but it appears that he uses his patrimony mainly with the 
view to the betterment of those about him. 

If it be held that,he does not make the uttermost of his oppor- 
tunities, it can be replied, firstly. that he is quite young as yet, and 
secondly, that he is employing them much better than many other 
young men of his class. 

There is, no doubt,. good excuse for holding a high standard 
of requirement up to the eyes of the rich young man. Whether 
he will or not, he must take upon himself the responsibility that 
wealth imposes upon all its possessors, young and old. His opportu- 
nities for good or evil are increased above those of his fellows. 
Wealth brings with it influence as well as responsibility, and the 
example he sets may be far-reaching in its effects. He is “looked 
up to,” if he deserves public respect at all, and his usefulness or 
worthlessness in the community is measured finally by the part, 
and the character of the part. he plays in its aftairs. 

There is room in the public life of this country tor the young 
man of wealth: in a sense there is a demand for him, because his 
wealth places him in a position where he can be free to give his 
time to the public service and to the study ot problems which 
demand more attention than the average worker can give them. 

It should be the ambition of the rich young man in this coun- 
try to serve the peoplee And he should be encouraged in this ambi- 
tion by ahe fact that wherever young men of wealth have exhibited 
disposition to serve the people, the people have met them half way.
